ed by him to Mr. Yocum, and left 
Louisville Dec. 8 for a trip to Florida. 
She left New Orleans for Pensacola 
Jan. 3; 
Since that time nothing 


definite had been heard from her un- 
til now, although her loss had been 
rumored since last Sunday, 


News confirming her loss has been 


brought by oyster fishermen, who have 
known of it for more than a week. 
The launch, exploded, they say, on or 
about Jan. 6 near Bird island, and 
everything goes to show that all on 
board were killed, or drowned soon 
afterward. 


The men who brought this definite 


news are engaged in the oyster fisher- 
ies off the east Louisiana coast ."Last 
Friday they visited Bird island and 
found a lumber schooner ^ashore, also 
a pleasure yacht near the island.

Sent by Health Officer Swander to the 


State Association Which Met 


in Columbus Friday. 


The following report has been sent 


to the state board of health, at their 
request, by Health Officer Swander. 
The annual meeting of the state 
board took place yesterday at Colum- 
bus. The local board was invited to 
send a representative, and the matter 
was left with Mayor Glidden, who is 
presient of the board, but he thought 
it unnecessary and Portsmouth was 
not represented at the meeting yes- 
terday. 


•VTbe city is in a fair sanitary con- 


dition, and the board of health has 
been active and successful in the pre- 
vention of contagious and infectious 
diseases 
and in the abatement of 


nuisances. The streets-and alleys are 
. lalrly clean and the city council has 
just authorized the construction of a 
piece of sanitary sewerage, and the 
grading and paving of about a mile 
on Gallia street, one of the principa 
thoroughfares of the city. 


"The usual contagious and Infec 


tious diseases have been kept well in 
band and deaths have been few it 
number. 
The town refuse is placed 


in trenches three feet deep, outside 
the corporation limits, and covered 
with not less than twenty inches o 
absorbant soil.

They Arc MoiNtnre Attrnctors, and 


Death !,nrk» In Tliem. 


Science, thy name is adulteration! 


Another terror bus been added to nxist- 
ence by the revelations made by a trade 
paper of the processes by which certain 
manufacturers "fill" the sheets and 
blankets with which they flood the mar- 
ket. 


We are told that after a piece of 


•waste eheeting has been woven the cloth 
is passed over u trough containing a so- 
lution of -zino, ruulphate of magnesia 
(commonly known as epeom salts) and 
•water. Tbia is called a sprinkler. A re- 
volving brush plays a spray of these 
noxious ingredients upon the cloth, 
with tlu» result that'a 50'pound piece 
after the operation weighs 7 % pounds 
more than when it left the loom. As 
tbe goods are sold by the pound, the ob- 
ject is evident! 


But what about the purchaser? A 


piece cuts up into ton pairs of sheets. 
Bach pair therefore contains three-quar- 
ters of » pound of moisture attracting 
material. 
The results are appalling. 


As soon as a wet day comes the sheets 
become damp and the luckless wight 
who sleeps between them is apt to con- 
tract a chill that may send bim to tbe 
bourn whence no traveler returns. 
Even if his suspicions are aroused and 
be boldly casts aside tbe sheets and 
wraps himself in th$ blankets it may 
avail him nothing, for the blanket 
makers have learned the trick, and the 
same ill results may ensue. 


Next wo shall hear that the counter- 


pane makers are equally astute, and 
the timid sleeper may b8 driven to pro- 
vide himself with the woolen sleeping 
bags that suggest travels in the farthest 
north. The only advantage of these 
"fiHed" or heavily "sized" sheets and 
blankets is that they are death to in- 
seots, bnt if they kill the sleeper as 
•well as the pulex iiritans—to say noth- 
ing of the cimex leotularins—what 
boots it?—London Telegraph.
